 ‘Wasmrxotor, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.]— 
The shadow of scandal rests over the silver 

of Congress. A huge gamble was 
in the Senate 1 1 — 
miscarriage of the plans of the New York Sil- 
ver — friends in Congress had not

; The scheme was to pass what was 
to be called a compromise Free Coinage bill, 
limiting the coinage to the product of Amer- 
an mines. Such a measure would have 
been a fraud and a cheat upon the farmers of 
the West, who are supposed to be anxious for

more money, but it would have had the flavor 


of patriotism about it. Its promoters 
were therefore hopeful that it would go 
through, but they got to quarreling among 
themselves, and, as noted in last night’s dis- 

had to abandon it and put through an 
outright free-coinage measure. The products of 
the American mines, according to the silver 
people’s own statement, do not exceed 64,000,- 
900 ounces a year. Under the present law the 
Government buys 54,000,000 ounces. Between 
7,000,000 and 8,000,000 ounces are used in the 
arts, so that the politicians who claim to be 
go anxious to give the farmers plenty of 
money were really willing to let them have 
the benefit of an increase of perhaps $3,000,000 
a year of circulation. They themselves figure 
out that it would be more because they 
expect that the price would be forced up to 
$1.29 an ounce. But this would only put mill- 
ions into the pockets of the rich mine-owners 
and the New York spequlators. Nevertheless 
it is proposed to bring this discredited propo- 
sition up inthe House and to urge that it 1s a 
concession by the silver men to the conserva- 
tive sentiment of the country which fears un- 
restricted free coinage. It is therefore worth 
a little scrutiny. The proposition was offered 


im the Senate by Senator Stewart last Monday 


as an amendment which he intended to pro- 
pose to the Financial bill when that measure 
reached the voting stage. 

The American Silver Clause. 

The text. of the American mine limitation 
clause was as foliows: 

Provided, That all silver bullion not the prod- 
uct of the mines, mills, or smelters of the United 
States, and all silver coin and silver bullion the 
product of silver coin other than the silver coin 
of the United States shall, in the discretion of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, be subject to a

Senator Stewart did not offer this amend- 


ment yesterday. Late in the afternoon on the 
Democratic side Senator Gorman rose and 
proposed it. By one of those queer misunder- 
standings which sometimes occur in New 
York, silver certificates had opened at $1.04, 
asagainst $1.07 the previous day, but had 
gone back to $1.07, when the street learned 
that the rumor about the Senate knocking out 
freecoinage was unfounded. As there never 
was the slightest possibility of the Senate 
failing to put through free coinage in some 
shape it is probable that it was not the rumor 
which knocked the prices down at the 
opening of the market so much as 
the big silver syndicate squeezing out the 
small holders. Telegrams were flying between 
New York and Washington all day asking in- 

about the situation in Congress. 
It was too late in the afternoon to affect the 
market when Senator Gorman moved the 
Stewart amendment, but if it had gone 
through the insiders would have made a nice 
thing by their foreknowledge. Why Senator 
Stewart himself refrained from offering it is 
one of the many unexplained things in con- 
nection with silver legislation. The whole 
country understands that Senator Gorman 
holds the Democratic minority in the Senate 
in the hollow of his hand. The Election bill 
has made him a minority leader, and the New 
York speculators might rightfully assume that 
if he suggested a proposition bearing on the 
financial legisiation his party would support

If the House should be 
fooled into a compromise on this proposition 
the Maryland Senator, out of regard for the 
timidity of capital, would undoubtedly make 
known his willingness to accept it, and Sena- 
tor Stewart, on behalf of the silver Republic- 
ans, would also probably let it be known that 
they were with Gorman. The compromise 
would necessarily include the other features 
which were in the bill last night up to the time 
the Vest substitute swept everything away. 

H aving been driven from the plan of getting 
limited free coinage in the Sherman caucus 
bill, the silver people bad no reason to keep 
the other provisions in, and they solved the 
difficulty by wiping out everything but un- 
limited free coinage. The theory was that by 
tis means they would be in better shape to 
trade with the House on a compromise bill 
which the President might be induced to sign. 


Silver Men Were Indignant. 


The full measure of tho gambling scheme 
does not appear on the surface. Some of the 
silver men professed great indignation when 
Ab Taylor introduced his bill to buy up 
the 13,000,000 ounces surplus silver said 
to be on the market. They de- 
clared with truth that this was in 
the interest of the silver speculators. 
When the Republican caucus included in it 
the provisions of the Sherman bill Senator 
Stewart made a violent speech declaring that 
it was simply a scheme for the benefit of the 
Wall street gamblers. No one could doubt 
that it was right. “And last night the silver 
combination jumped on that proposition and 
kicked it out of the Senate. From the zeal 
shown nobody would suppose that the Gor- 
man-Stewart compromise, which the combi- 
nation had arranged to put through the Sen- 
ate, provided practically for taking care of the 
millions of surplus silver now in the hands of 
the pool. But it did. 

The proviso that the silver bullion not the 
product of the minés of the United States 
should be subject to a mint charge would not 
reach the silver pool’s present holdings. Any 
rulings the Secretary of the Treasury might 
make would necessarily relate to silver im- 
ported after the passage of the act, for there 
would be no way of distinguishing the native 
product now on the market from the foreign 
importations of the last few months. So the 
silver pool would be able to unload at the 
Government’s expense, in all probability at a 
price of $1.20 per ounce, and the silver mine 
Owners would have a reasonable certainty of 
selling their product in the future also at an 
artificial price, possibly even getting $1.29 an 
ounce for it. But the farmers would not be 
any better off then than they are now. 

The Speaker tonight announced the House 
Investigating Committee as follows: Chair- 
man Dingley of Maine, Payne of New York, 
Rowell of Illinois, Oates of Alabama, and 
Peel of Arkansas. Peel takes the place of 
Dockery, who as the author of the resolution 
preferred not to serve in the capacity of judge. 
It is a fairly good committee. Mr. Dingley 
is not a lawyer, and has not had much experi- 
ence in work of this kind, but the facts are so 
plain that it won’t require a lawyer to find 
them out. The other members are lawyers 
and know how to cross-examine. It is fortu- 
nate that the committee’s powers are broad 
enough to cover the holding of the surplus 
silver and other matters bearing on the pres- 
ent situation, for this branch of the inquiry 
promises to develop more interest than the 
Congressional pools of last summer. 


The Situation in the House. 


The House outlook for the Senate bill has 
not yet developed clearly: The free-coinage 
champions hope fora stampede. They are 
claiming everything in sight and a good deal 
more. At present it looks as though they had 
a majority, provided the measure could be 
taken up and put on its passage without dis- 
cussion. But by the time it come up 
their forces are likely to be weakened, If the 
Republican leaders in the House show the 
same spirited front they did last session 
against wild-cat legislation some halting Re- 
publicans from the West will get courage and 
help stem the tide. In the flush of last night’s 
victory for the extremists the sentiment around 
the Capitol today was that if the Dingley In- 
vestigating Committee did not uncover some 
sensational facts the measure would be through 
the House within a fortnight, but with 
amendments restoring some of the features 


sacrificed by the Senate. The ultra-silver 
men were threatening that they would reject 
every proposition for amendment and they 
were declaring that the President would sign 
whatever was sent him. This was mere 
bloviating. In view of the jobbery in the 
Gorman-Stewart amendment the House will 
hardly dare put that proposition for what is 
called American free coinage ’’ in any meas- 
ure, but an effort will be made in that direc- 
tion. Speaker Reed will fill the vacancy on 
the Coinage Committee before the Senate bill 
is considered. Whether he puts on an ex- 
treme silver man or not is not of great im- 
portance, Everybody is agreed that the bill 
will come before the House for action and a 
fair test will de had. The ultra-silver ad vo- 
cates are worried at the refusal of 
leading Republicans in the House to ac- 
cept the situation and let free coinage 
sweep the boards without protest. But a 
note of opposition was sounded by Mr. Can- 
non of Illinois this afternoon. He notified 
the free-coinage men that their measure could 
not be enactea without being fought in every 
legitimate way, and his aggressive stand had 
an immediate effect. Said Mr. Cannon this 
evening: “ It is true that I have told my free- 
coinage friends I am not with them. There is 
only one thing for the Republican majority in 
the House to do, and that is to stick to their 
convictions. If the next House wants to send 
a free-coinage bill Eto the President all right. 
Let it be sent and be vetoed, and we will have 
the Presidential campaign of 1892 fought out 
on that line..

NO LONGER A DIKECTOR. 


MR. HOLMES’ FRIENDS AND ENEMIES 
ELECT A COMPROMISE TICKET, 


Annual Meeting of the Chicago City Rail- 
way Stockholders—Lambert Tree, E. M. 
Phelps, G. A. Wheeler, James C. King, 
L. Z. Leiter, D. K. Pearsons, and 8. W. 
Allerton Chosen—Mr. Holmes May Be 
Retained as Superintendent—His Annual 
Report, 

The stockholders of the Chicago City Rail- 
way have met and elected a Board of Direct- 
ors for another year, but just what disposition 
is to be made of the man who has directed the 
affairs of the company for eighteen years is 
still unknown. Mr. Holmes was not reélected 
to the Board of Directors. 

There was no contest. But one ticket was 
presented and that was a compromise. Mr. 
Holmes’ most vigorous opponents and his 
most ardent supporters both find a place on 
the ticket. 

The Board of Directors elected is Lambert 
Tree, Erskine M. Phelps, George H. Wheeler, 
James C. King, D. K. Pearsons, S. W. Allerton, 
and L. Z. Leiter. 

Messrs, Pearsons, Allerton, and Phelps were 
on the old Board of Directors. The members 
of the old board who are displaced are S. B. 
Cobb, C. L. Hutchinson, D. G. Hamilton, and 
C. B. Holmes. 

The new board meets today to elect a Presi- 
dent and a Superintendent. The supporters 
of Mr. Holmes are in a minority. 

1 will say positively,“ said one of the 
directors, that our meeting tomorrow will 
result in the election of C. B. Holmes as 
Superintendent. Who will be President I do 
not know myself. What sentiment there has 
been against Mr. Holmes is rapidly changing. 
The people demand that he be retained. A 
vive voce vote of the stockholders here today 
would have retained him im the Board of 
Directors and the Presidency by overwhelm- 
ing odds, but a few large stockholders are 
against him. 

I believe those who have been his strong- 
est opponents are now wavering. Mr. Holmes 
is the greatest street-railway manager in the 
country. I have been at his side for eighteen 
years and seen him develop this property, and 
I know his abilities are unequaled. As to his 
honesty—why, I would trust him with the last 
dollar I had in the world.” 


Proceedings of the Meeting. 


There were present at the meeting yesterday 
some seventy-five stockholders. They repre- 
sented about $5,400,000 of the $6,000,000 


of stock. Lambert Tree was called to 
the chair. After the formalities of 
hearing the minutes of the last 


meeting and of approving the action of the 
directors during the year, Mr. Allerton pre- 
sented a report from Ffancis W. Holbrook, 
expert accountant. This certified that a thor- 
ough examin&tion of the books and accounts 
of the company had been made, all balances 
revised, and the amount of bonds, stock, and 
cash counted. Everything corresponded with 
the President’s report. 

The Auditor’s report was read. It merely 
certified to the correctness of the vouchers 
and told of the method of purchasing material 
by lowest bids. 

Then came the President’s report. The 
stockholders listened to President Holmes 
with critical interest. Many took notes of the 
statistics as they were read. When the statis- 
tical part of the report was finished there was 
a moment’s pause. Every one knew that 
something was coming about the internal 
strife and the President’s resignation. 

There were signs of intense interest. But 
all that was said was in the mildest terms, 


| There were neither apologies for his own 


actions nor reproaches for those of his op- 
ponents. 

When President Holmes ceased reading his 
eighteenth annual report, and probably his 
last, there came applause from every part of 
the room. This demonstration from * 
friends was hearty and long- continued, but 
that was all of the outward signs there were 
in the meeting of approval or disapproval. 

The usual fermal resolution was offered 
authorizing the directors to make such ex- 
penditures for improvements and con- 


struction, and to issue and dis- 
pose of such bonds and stock 
as they may think best. It was 


in the same form as has been passed for a 
number of years. The Chairman called for a 
vote of those who favored it, and there was a 
general sign of approval. Then he called for 
those who opposed, and Nelson Morris rose to 
his feet and voted no. That was the only vote 
registered in opposition to the prearranged 
plan for the meeting. 

When it was announced that the polls were 
open for the election of officers tickets were 
distributed bearing the names of the directors, 
who were afterwards elected. There was only 
the one ticket. When a ticket was handed to 
S. W. Allerton he called for the stockholders’ 
attention a moment before they voted. 


His Faith in Mr. Holmes. 


I have been connected with the Chicago 
City railway for more than twenty years,” 
said Mr. Allerton. For eighteen years I 
have worked by the side of C. B. Holmes. I 
have the most undaunted beliefin him. I 
want to resign my place on this ticket on be- 
half of Mr. Holmes, I own a good deal of 
stock in this road. My relatives and friends 
own more. 

I know it would be for all our interests to 
have Mr. Holmes retained. I should Jove to 
have his name put in the place of mine, I be- 
lieve it would be the best thing for the road. I 
ask you to vote for him. I believe we could 
find no more able man in this broad land than 
C. B. Holmes. Put his name on your ticket 
and leave mine off.“ 

That was all there was said. No one else 
had a word either for or against Mr. Holmes. 
The election went on. The result was as fol-

HAVE BLOCKADED THE PORT OF CHILE. 


Rebel War-Vessels Trying to Interrupt the 
Country’s Trade, 

Lonpon, Jan. 15.—A special received here 
from Valparaiso this afternoon stated that 
the Chilean men-of-war have given notice that 
they would begin a blockade of the Port of 
Iquique Jan. 20. The importation of pro- 
visions into Iquique has already been stopped.

ARCHITECT ROOT DEAD. 


THE DISTINGUISHED DESIGNER SUC- 
CUMBS TO PNEUMONIA. 


4 Slight Chill Taken a Few Days Ago 
Quickens Into a Fatal Disease—Chicago’s 
Well-Known Citizen Cut Down in the 
Prime of Life, Vigor, and Usefulness— 
Consulting Architect of the World’s Fair 
~—Sketch of His Life, 

Chicago will be shocked at the news of the 
untimely death of John W. Root, easily its 
most distinguished designing architect, if in 
deed he had his superior in the whole coun 


“try. In the prime of his life, his vigor, and 


his usefulness; in the midst of his invaluable 
services to the World’s Columbian Exposition, 
he seemed to be the man of all others 
who would be sure to continue for 
many a day one of its most 
esteemed and beloved citizens. In the 
flower of his days pneumonia has suddenly 
ended his life, as it has during late years 
ended the lives of so many men young and 
strong like him. Less than a week ago he 
was in the best of health. Saturday he took a 
Turkish bath and later at his own house 
thoughtlessly stepped into the street to hand a 
friend to her carriage, becoming. slightly 
chilled in so doing. During Sunday he re- 
ceived at his hospitable home a visit from the 
Eastern architects visiting the scene of the 
World’s Fair, and that night he was seized 
with a severe chill, which proved the begin- 
ning of a fatal illness. Even as late as noon 
of the day of his death he seemed in a fair way 
of recovery, but death came suddenly last 
evening. : 

John Welborn Root was born in Atlanta, 
Ga., in 1850. His father (a Vermont man 
who had married in the South) was in mer- 
cantile life and was one of the richest men in 
Georgia until the outbreak of the war in- 
volved him in the general ruin of the State. 
In 1864 he sent John out through the block- 
ade of Charleston to complete his education 
in England. The blockade-runner had a nar- 
row escape from destruction or capture by the 
Union cruisers, at least one shot striking her 
and penetrating her hull, in spite of which she 
got out with her cargo. 

His Early Education. 

John remained at school in Birkenhead, op- 
posite Liverpool, three years; and passed his 
examination for Oxford, but returned to his 
native land and entered the University of the 
City of New York, whence he was graduated 
as civil engineer and architect. He came to 
Chicago in the spring of 1872, and m 1873 
formed with Mr. Burnham the well-known 
firm which has had so much to do 
with the building of the new Chicago. 
Among their most noteworthy achievements 
is the construction of the magnificent Rook- 
ery Building, probably the finest office struc- 
ture in the world. For beauty of exterior, for 
admirable use of the simplest materials 
(shaped and natural obsidiam colored 
brick), for strength, light, and perfect adapta- 
tion to its purposes it is difficult to conceive 
of anything which shall ever surpass it. But 
this is only one of many in Chicago and else- 
where, notably the building for the Society of . 
Savings in Cleveland and the Kansas City 
Board of Trade. 

As an illustration of Mr. Root’s amazmg 
facility as designer and draftsman, of the 
quality of a mind that seemed to work with 
absolute prevision and precision, calling for 
no review from others and scarcely any from 
himself, the following anecdote is told of his 
work on the last named building: The Board 
of Construction asked for competitive plans, 
and wrote to Burnham & Root requesting that 
they compete. Mr. Root declined, as was his 
rule in such cases, and they thereupon sent 
him a check for $1,000 to pay for the plans 
whether accepted or not. They did the 
same by the late Mr. Richardson of Boston 
and one other architect. Time passed, Mr. 
Root was overworked, and was determined to 
take his family to Europe that he might enjoy 
the needful rest. He was to start on a certain 
Monday. On the preceding Saturday morn- 
ing he told his partner that they would have to 
return the Kansas City check, that he couldn’t 
do anything about it. Upon some expression 
of regret at this he said: “ Well, if you will 
keep everybody away from me I will try it.” 
Thereupon he shut himself up with his 
drawing materials, worked incessantly, and 
at his usual intense speed drew the design for 
the exterior, drew two plans for the interior, 
one giving more space to the board room and 
the other more renting facility, dictated to his 
stenographer the needful description of his 
designs—all, both the drawings and the de- 
scription, being in sufficient detail to guide 
the general prosecution of the work, and left 
the job without any alteration oreven revis- 
ion. There were thirty plans presented, all 
anonymously, and Mr. Root’s plan easily car- 
ried off the prize, earning high praise besides. 

His Connection with the World’s Fair. 

Under the title of Consulting Architect 
Mr. Root had, in effect, the general supervis- 
ion of all the architectural business of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. His loss is a 
grievous blow to the management of that 
noble enterprise. To quote an expression 
used last evening by Mr. Lyman Gage in the 
first excess of his regret: ‘‘In general it may 
be said that there is no man in any profession 
whose place cannot be filled. But it really 
seems to me that John Root was an excep- 
tion.“ 

To many Chicagoans it is neediess to speak 
of Mr. Root’s delightful personal qualities, 
but to those who knew him only by name it 
should be said that the manner spoke the 
man. Hearty, quick, sympathetic, gay, inter- 
esting, intelligent, strong—these are the ad- 
jectives that spring spontaneously to the mem- 
ory. He was liberal in his beliefs, his judg- 
ment of others, his living and his giving. He 
was a valued member of the Chicago, the 
Union League, and the Twentieth Century 
Clubs, as well as other institutions of a social 
and protessional character, 

Mr. Root married in 1882 a daughter of 
Henry S. Monroe, who, withason and two 
daughters, survives him.

A Philadelphia Physician Proves He First 
Found the Consumption Cure. 


LADELPHIA, 

Dr. Dixon of this city has proved by a publi- 
cation in the Medical News of this date that 
he is in reality the discoverer of Koch’s rem- 
edy for consumption. As will be seen on 
reading the cable from Berlin giving the 
method of preparing Koch’s liquid, both the 
American and German have been working 
in parallel lines in so far as the actual liquid 
is concerned, but Dixon preceded Koch by a 
year. Dixon’s paper is as follows: 


tention to a morphological change of the tubercle 
bacillus which was different from any that I had 
previously seen. This change of form suggested 
to my mind a possible evolution of function. I 
realized that it might mean either a greater or 
less degree of virulence. As a less degree of viru- 
lence would be desirable in order to increase the 
power of the animal resistance to pathogenic or- 
ganisms I cultivated the bacilli in a num- 
ber of tubes to the stage at which few or 
no ordinary rod formed bacilli could be found 
in the cultures. When they had arrived at this 
stage of life I imbedded a mass of the bacilli and 
débris under the skin of a guinea pig. The inocu- 
lation apparently set up a disturbance in the ani- 
mal’s economy for a short febrile stage followed, 
the lymphatic glands became swollen, and the 
guinea pig seemed to be quite sick. This condi- 
tion, however, soon passed away and the animal 
apparently recovered. Immediately after this 
injection the animal seemed to resist the effects 
of virulent tubercle bacilli.. In working out 
the two hypotheses which I published in 
this journal Oct, 19, 1889, I became convinced that 
by treating a mass of tuberculosis tissue contain- 
ing the odd forms of bacilli with some powerful 
solvent I might dissolve out a principle that when 
injected into the animal's economy would change 
the chemical condition of the tissues and thereby 
prevent the growth of the tubercle bacilli that in- 
habit the tissues. To accomplish this I sub- 
mitted the tubes containing these actual tuber- 
culous bacillous growths to the action of ether 
and also to a saturated solution of sodium chlor- 
ide. The respective mixtures were 
through a Pasteur filter without pressure. This 
active principle when subcutaneously injected in 
the tuberculous animals caused a febrile reaction. 
The tissue in the immediate neighborhood of the 
tubercles becomes hyperemic and the symptoms 
manifosted resemble those produced by the intro- 
duction of a portion of the original mass. They 
also resembled the symptoms said to be produced 
in tuberculous animals by the introduction of the 
Koch remedy inte the circulation as well as those 
produced by the liquids made by Dr. Craft of 
Cleveland.

TO DROP THE CONTESTS. 


BOTH SIDES AGREE TO LAY ASIDE 
THE OUSTING PROCEEDINGS, 


An Agreement Entered Into by Which the 
Legislature Will Probably Remain as It 
Is Until the Close of the Session—Yes- 
terday’s Testimony Before the Elections 


Committee Not Damaging to Hamilton 
~A Big Batch of Bills Introduced in 


the House, ¢ 


SprincFiEeLp, III., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—It 
can be authoritatively stated that representa- 
tive men of both Republican and Democratic 
parties have agreed to abandon the contested- 
election cases in the House and Senate. 

This agreement was entered into this after- 
noon by mutual understanding and in accord- 
ance with its terms Mr. Mathews, Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Elections, 
tonight telegraphed the Sergeant-at-Arms, 
who is in Joliet serving subpoenas in the 
Arnold case, to return to Springfield at the 
earliest minute. The case of Hamilton and 
Butzow will be heard before the House Com- 
mittee on Elections and its consideration will 
drag ulong for some time. The chances are 
that no report will ever be made to the House 
in the case. If a report is made it will be 
against Butzow. 

The negotiations for the agreement have 
been in progress for some days, and numer- 
ous overtures have been made by one party 
to the other. The hearing of the testimony in 
the Hamilton-Butzow case today ipitated 
the closing of the agreement. About thirty 
depositions were read, and it was evident to 
every one that there was not any equity in the 
matter for the contestant. Most of the wit- 
nesses were farm hands and voted in the pre- 
cincts where they worked instead of those 
wherein the homes of their parents were lo- 
cated. The news of the agree t to aban- 
don all contests was favorably received by 
both parties, and none were happier than Sen- 
ators Noonan, Arnold, and Caldwell.

RICHARD J. OGLESBY THE NOMINEE. 

The Republican Senatorial caucus held in 
Springfield last night did its work speedily. 
Richard J. Oglesby received the nomination 
to suceeed United States Senator Charles B. 
Farwell on the second ballot. The ex-Senator 
and ex-Governor led his principal competitor 
from the beginning. The first informal hal- 
lot resulted as follows: 

Ae Nulta | 

On the succeeding ballot, the first formal 
one, Mr. Oglesby received 64 out of 100 votes 
cast, and was declared duly nominated. It 
had been clearly apparent before the caucus 
convened that the odds were too great for 
Senator Farwell to hope to win. It was the 
field against him, and the selection of some 
other gentleman as the candidate was a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Richard J. Oglesby has served the State of 
Illinois repeatedly. His political career dates 
back over thirty years. In 1858 he was nominat- 
ed as the Republican candidate for Congress 
in the Decatur Congressional district, and 
whittled down the majority of 5,000 which 
had been predicted for his Democratic op- 
ponent to 1,800. Two years later he 
was elected to the State Senate from 
the Bloomington district, hitherto Demo- 
cratic. His war record was one in 
which rapid promotion told its own story of 
his valor, Soon after the battle of Donelson 
he was made Brigadier-General, but a wound 
received at Corinth, which the surgeons at the 
time pronounced fatal, compelled him to 
leave active service. He resigned in 1864 to 
accept the nomination of Governor 
of Illinois, which haa been tendered 
him by the Republicans, and re- 
ceived a majority of 30,000 votes. 
Again elected to the Governorship in 1872, his 
party elevated him to the United States Sen- 
ate, where he served until the end of his term 
and then retired to private life on his farm in 
Lincoln County. In 1884 the Republicans 
again selected him to head the State ticket, 
and he served the State once more as its Gov- 
ernor. 

Gov. Oglesby tells a story which illustrates 
his own policy asa public man. In conver- 
sation with Abraham Lincoln the latter made 
a remark which firmly fastened itself upon his 
listener’s mind. It was: Dick, remember 
to keep close to the people; they are always 
right and will never mislead any one.“ 
Gov. Oglesby was making his first ventures 
upon the political sea when he heard this, 
He has kept it before his mind throughout his 
long and honorable career as a public man, 
and it is this endeavor to keep close to the 
people” that causes him to be known as 
„Uncle Dick” and is the sure and safe test of 
his popularity. 


SENATOR INGALLS AND FREE COINAGE 

Wednesday Senator Ingalls made an elab- 
orate speech in favor of the free coinage of 
silver, which, he said, would be of the greatest 
benefit to the agricultural and laboring—the 
working—classes, and would end the present 
system, which had made the rich richer and 
the poor very poor. The great bulk of the 
property of the country was passing into the 
hands of the millionaires,“ and free coinage of 
silver would check that baneful tendency, 
which was making America the home of the 
rich, and the land of the slave.“ 

But these were not the reasons which 
prompted the speech of the Senator from Kan- 
sas. Last November there was a political rev- 
olution in his State, and the control of its Leg- 
islature fell into the hands of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance, an organization most of whose mem- 
bers used to act with the Republican party. 
After studying over the situation on the 
ground Mr. Ingalls reached the conclusion 
that he could be reélected only by building a 
silver bridge over which a number of the 
Farmers’ Alliance members of the Legislature 
could pass to his support. 

His sophistical, denunciatory speech repre- 
sented then his ambition and not his convic- 
tions. He poured out the vials of his wrath on 
the heads of millionaires that the Kansas farm- 
ers might say, Loa, here is the man we need to 
represent us. Where can we find one who will 
lay the lash more vigorously on the shoulders 
of the rich, or expose with a sharper tongue 
the outrages which we and other toilers have 
had to undergo? Let us vote for Ingalls, the 
champion of the free coinage of silver.“ 

But if Senator Ingalls’ term, instead of ex- 
piring the 4th of March, ran for six years 
more he would sing to another tune. Confi- 
dent that this brief madness of his constit- 
vents would be over before the sands of his 
official life ran out he would feel himself in a 
position where he could speak out with safety 
what his intelligence must teach him are the 
facts about this free coinage matter. He 
must know in,the bottom of his heart that the 
keen, unscrupulous, quick-witted, far-seeing 
milhonaire or speculator would be the one to 
thrive and wax fat in the muddy waters of a 
disturbed and unsettled financial system, and 
that those who would lose and suffer would be 
the careful, the moderate, the thrifty men of 
means, and also all members of the working 
classes. Where Jay Gould would prosper the 
ordinary man would perish. 

Speculators busy themselves with railroad 
stocks, which would goup if the gold were 
driven out of the country and it were replaced 
by silver worth 80 or 85 per cent of its face. 
But men who have no speculative instincts 
and are not in search of sudden fortunes pre- 
fer to put their savings into railroad bonds 
which have paid for so many years their inter- 
est in gold, or its equivalent. Trust estates 
are invested in such securities, as is a large 
proportion of the funds held by religious 
bodies—Protestant and Catholic. The endow- 
ments of universities and colleges, the moneys 
deposited in the regular savings benks of the 
East, and of the State and private banks 
which to a large extent take their place in the 
West—for a large proportion of their deposi- 
tors draw interest—are invested in these bonds. 
If the money paid as interest on these bonds 
drops 15 or 20 per cent below the world’s com- 
mercial standard of values, which is now the 
standard in this country, then all who have 
invested in them have been dealt a heavy and 
unjust blow. 

The manufacturers, who compose about the 
second largest interest in the country, will 
mark up the price of their goods, because 
they willbe pa:d for them in acurrency not 
worth as much as the present one, But they 
will not put up wages to correspond. Their 
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of raw material and other additiogal expenses 
to which the new currency has put them, and 
that they cannot afford to raise wages. If 
the men are not satisfied with what they are 
getting they can quit. 

It may be said that during the war the in- 
crease in the rate of wages kept tolerably fair 
pace with the depreciation of the greenbacks, 


‘and that the same thing would happen with a 


depreciated silver currency. But the condi- 
tions are not the same. During the war there 
was a scarcity of labor. Over a million men 
were under atms. The tide of immigration 
was checked, for foreigners doubted the 
wisdom of coming to a country which was in 
a blaze of war. Labor being scarce, employ- 
ers bid against one another for it, and its 
price went up. But at present immigration 
is unchecked and abundant. The working- 
men claim that a million of their number are 
idle. The man is seeking the work now, and 
not the work theman. Hence with free coin- 
age of silver wages would not go up, but the 
prices of goods would. 

The railroads would raise their freight and 
passenger rates, but not the wages of their 
men. Clerks in stores would find the price 
of the goods they handled marked up, but not 


their pay. They would get the same as before. 


There would be protests and resistance on the 
part of the wage-workers, but in vain. The 
bulk of the burden would be thrown on their 
shoulders, and they would be unable to shake 
it off. Beingthe weakest they would go to 
the wall perforce. 


The farmers remember the high prices they 


got for their products during the war, and 
think that free silver coinage will bring them 
back agam. They forget that those high 
prices were measured in a depreciated cur- 
rency and that if reduced to a gold standard 
they would not be so abnormally high. They 
forget also that it cost them more to raise 
their crops then than now; that the war 
caused a scarcity of labor on the farm as well 
as in the workshop. If the Republic, instead 
of appealing to the patriotism of its own eiti - 
zens, had hired all its troops abroad wages 
would not have gone up as they did, and it 
would not have cost the farmer so much to 
raise a crop of corn or wheat. 

All will be harmed by a depreciated silver 
currency then except those millionaire specu- 
lators whom Mr. Ingalls is so anxious to 
crush and those dishonest debtors who would 
jump at the opportunity to defraud their cred- 
tors. Those things which speculators handle 
would be marked up, those in which others 
have invested their substance would be 
marked down. The price of everything the 
poor man had to buy would be marked up, 
while the purchasing power of the money in 
which he was paid would be marked down. 

And Senator Ingalls is willing and eager to 
vote for a bill which he must know will work 
this mischief in the hope thet it will extend 
his tenure of office. But he will not succeed. 
He will not get the mess of pottage he longs 
for. The Alliance men of Kansas will ap- 
prove his sentiments, but will take no stock 
in him. They will think his conversion a lit- 
tle too sudden, They will not cross his glit- 
tering silver bridge, but will turn elsewhere 
to find a Senatorial exponent of their peculiar 
ideas. : 

THE NEW GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 

The House Committee on Public Buildings 
is making slow but steady and gratifying 
progress in the matter of a new Government 
Buildmg for Chicago to take the place of the 
present insecure, inconvenient, unhealthy, 
dangerous, and disintegrating structure. The 
Supervising Architect, when pressed to the 
wall, admitted that the present building is a 
sham, worse even than the miserable pretense 
for a post-office in Washington, and confessed 


that if he owned the building he would tear 


it all down and erect a new office building in 
the modern style, or he might have said in 
the Chicago style, for Chicago is now setting 
the fashion for the country in office buildings. 
The Chairman of the committee also ex- 
pressed the emphatic opinion, after listening 
to the testimony of the Supervising Architect, 
that the Chicago building ought to be built 
anew.“ There is a favorable prospect, there- 
fore, that when the committee meets again, to- 
morrow, it will decide to recommend the 
erection of a new building. 

In this connection the Chairman of the 
committee made an important suggestion in 
his remark to the Supervising Architect that 
it might be well to build strong enough for 
additional stories to be added afterward. The 
suggestion is both prudent and practical. The 
first stories and foundation should be strong 
enough to bear additional stories, and can be 
made 80 by therChicago style of laying foun- 
dations for heavy buildings. The plan of the 
new structure should contemplate eight or ten 
stories to furnish additional room commen- 
surate with the city’s growth. Such a build- 
ing would be sufficient for the Government’s 
needs for 50 or75 years and perhaps fora 
century to come.. The floorspace in such a 
structure would be enormous. It is to be 
hoped the committee will consume no more 
time in taking testimony. The condition of 
the present building is testimony enough. 
What should be done now is to report a bill 
at once. Time is an important factor in this 
matter as well as the public security. 


THE SHEEP-RAISERS OF THE EAST.” 

In speaking yesterday of the crazy more- 
protection-for-wool”’ resolutions of the Ohio 
ram-raisers and the injurious effect which their 
policy, if carried out, would have on all the 
owners of sheep east of the arid regions, Tun 
Trrsuns used the phrase “Eastern sheep- 
farmers. This might mislead those familiar 
with the older geographies which spoke of 
Eastern, Middle, Western, Northwestern, and 
Southern States. Though that old nomen- 
clature is often used, it has come to be incor- 
rect and misleading with the steady trans- 
formation of Territories into States. Thus the 
Iowa or Illinois farmer may have thought that 
the Eastern sheep-farmera’’ referred to were 
those of New England. 

By the classification of States made by the 
Census Bureau Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, the Dakotas, Nebraska, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, Minnesota, Missouri, and Kansas form 
the “Northern Central Division,” while Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Nevada, Utah, Idaho, Washington, Ore- 
gon, and California form tho Western Di- 
vision,” the others being the North Atlantic, 
South Atlantic, and Southern Central. This 
recognizes no Eastern States, but it is not 
improper to apply that term to all those east 
of the Missouri River, for the center of the 
United States from east to west between New 
York and San Francisco is west of the Mis- 
souri. And in that sense this paper spoke of 
Eastern sheep-raisers.”’ 

They are the ones who will be cleaned out 
inevitably if the ranchers of the arid regions 
add largely to their flocks. For these raisers of 
cheap sheep in their anxiety to find a market for 


laws the eee. 
this crushing competition in the Far West. 
The Ohio ram-raisers say that they wish to 
protect the mutton of their neighbors and 
friends from the competition of the frozen 
carcasses of the sheep of Australia and the 


Argentine, and they hit on a way of doing it 


which will bring down on the unsheltered 
heads of those whose friends they profess to 
be the crushing competition of the frozen 
carcasses of the flockmasters of the arid 
regions. Will the Ohio sheep-raisers feel the 
blow any less keenly because it is dealt by a 
domestic hand? Hardly so. But their mis- 
fortune will have one compensation at least. 
It will sicken them forever with the ram-rais- 
ing trinity which has been leading them around 
by the nose for so long, and they will begin to 
do a little thinking for themselves. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL LAKE-FRONT TRACKS. 

The IIlmois Central has made a proposition 
to the city to remove its tracks on the Lake- 
Front Park just outside or east of the present 
right of way and to sink, them to within 1.5 
feet of extreme high water, building a stone 
wall along the east side of the new tracks and 
also one on the west side of them, the top of 
which shall be 4.16 feet above the level of 
Michigan avenue. Then after the park has 
been filled up to a level with the avenue the 
roofs of passing cars will appear to be just on 
a level with the top of the wall. The 300-foot 
cut can be spanned anywhere with low. via- 
ducts and ample provision be made for reach- 
ing at any point the water’s edge, or any park 
which the city with the consent of the Federal 
Government may make in the basin to the 
eastward. 

Now as to the compensation demanded for 
this. The railroad wants the water-covered 
land between Randolph and Adams and east- 
ward from its present holdings 1,600 to 1,800 
feet. This territory is four blocks from north 
to south and from four to four and a half 
from east to west, making sixteen blocks of 
four acres each, counting street space. All 
this would be a clear gain to the road, except 
the northwest corner of filled land, which the 
Central holds under Judge Harlan’s decision. 
The whole space asked for by the road may 
be estimated at fully fifteen four-acre blocks, 
or about sixty acres, plus a new 300-foot right 
of way from Adams to Twenty-second street, 
and plus a two and ahalf acre Lake-Front 
block between Adams and Monroe or Monroe 
and Madison, 

What is this property worth? Its value may 
be estimated roughly as follows: 
ye block, $3,000 a front foot for 
Sixty acres uniilied waa, — n * 

per acre as it is. . 6,000,000 

Total. 8. 900,000 

The city gets in return 200 “feet of filled 
track from Adams to Twegty-second street, 
plus the roundhouse property, the filled dock 
property at Thirteenth street, certain riparian 
rights north of Twenty-second street, and the 
final settlement of the twenty-two-year-old 
lawsuit. . 

Without analyzing this proposition too 
olosely it may be said that the Lake-Front 
block should not be conceded. To do it 
would be to throw away a piece of available 
property worth nearly a million now. But 
the city might rent it for, say, ninety-nine 
years on the $900,000 valuation at 5 per cent 
and taxes. 

The Illinois Central cannot figure out, no 
matter how ingenious it may be, that the 
property it speaks of surrendering is worth the 
sixty acres north of Adams street. . It vgpuld 
be a fair deal were it given only the land north 
of Monroe, The new 300-foot right of way will 
be worth more to the road and those lines 
which share its privileges than the 200-foot 
right of way it has now. With the additional 
tracks the extra 100 feet would permit the 
Central to lay it could accommodate more 
roads, which would pay it heavy rentals, or 
might handle tens of thousands more of 
World’s Fair visitors. 

But there can be no agreement of any kind 
except on the supposition that the city is will- 
ing to accept the sort of track-sinking pro- 
posed by the Central, and that is extremely 
doubtful, The road should sink its tracks 
three or four feet more and protect them from 
inflowing water when the lake is high. This 
would not be expensive, and the, greater de- 
pression would do away with the necessity for 
the obstructive eyesore of a wall it is pro- 
posed to raise. The Central should cheerfully 
and unhesitatingly agree to this and promise 
to have it done by the autumn of 1892.

GOLD FOR AMERICAN SECURITIES. , 

Yesterday’s weakness in stocks in Wall 
street was believed by some to be due to the 
increasing probability that the silver free- 
coinage measure will become a law of the 
United States. That idea was not entertained 
by all observers of the situation, but many 
expressed grave apprehensions that a heavy 
decline in securities would follow close on 
signs that the bill is sure to pass. The fear 
was that it will be a signal for an active un- 
loading of stocks and bonds held by foreign- 
ers anxious to get for them as nearly gold 
values as possible before the occurrence of 
the depreciation sure to come on the adoption 
of a silver basis. 

It may be of interest to inquire what would 
be the result in case these fears were, verified. 
The magnitude of British holdings of Amer- 
ican properties is vanously estimated all the 
way from one to two billion dollars. Every 
one of the holders isa firm believer in the 
gold basis as the par of values, and all their 
operations are supposed to be measured in 
gold coin or currency that can be exchanged 
for it at pleasure. If convinced that the legal- 
tender dollar in the United States is bound to 
decline 20 per cent in gold vajue and that the 
seller of property a few months or years hence 
would have to take his pay in such depreciat- 
ed moneya great many if not all of them 
would want to realize right off and send or- 
ders to close out their business at the best 
prices available. Ihe consequence may be 
partly inferred from alook at the market of 
last November. The heaviness then is believed 
to have been mostly due to the unloading of 
about $25,000,000 of American securities on 
foreign orders. That was not all, for the sell- 
ing of so much on account of the Barings firm 
obliged many another holder to let go. If the 
block alluded to brought out three times as 
much there would be a total of $100,000,000 
sold out, or but 10 per cent of the lowest esti- 
mate of British holdings. Would not the 
throwing of that immense mass of stocks and 
bonds produce a depression unequaled in 
modern history? Would not the resulting 
panic be sufficient to far more than outweigh 
any inflation in other properties due to the 
increased issue of silver money? 

And all of this realizing must be paid for in 
gold. The foreigners would sell out for the 
express purpose of getting the gold before it 
had all gone out of the country, and their act 
would force it out in short order. The $600,- 
000,000 odd now available for circulation 
would vanish from our sight long before it 
could be replaced by silver and we should 
then fora long time have a great deal less 
specie in the country than now. The locking- 
up’ process of last fall would be repeated on a 
larger scale aiid in a more radical way. In- 
stead of a retiring of a portion into places 
whence it could be called out the moment the 
scare was over the whole of it would leave tne 
country never to return except in the slow 
a of N hy eee not Er 
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icy that had forced it away. 

The bare possibility of such a prostration 
might well make intelligent men pause before 
committing themselves to the advocacy of 
measures which can do no good and are 
fraught with so mych danger. If they are too 
blind to see this they should at least be intelli- 
gent enough to know that our only leverage 
of force to induce the Powers of Europe to 
place silver on an equality with gold lies in 
the position they want to abandon. And it

Mr. Griswold’s questions amount to confessions 
that the mill bosses were doing well under the 
previous tariff and that many had amassed vast 
fortunes. Why then was it necessary to levy 
higher duties on the consumers of scores of arti- 
cles which are common necessaries of life? Tun 
TRIBUNE was not advocating the repeal of the 
tariff of 1883, but opposing the piling on of higher 
taxes on the people for the benefit of the mill 
bosses, who had already an abundance of protec- 
tion. Our cunning correspondent tries to twist 
the issue by ignoring the unnecessary McKinley 
bill and comparing the multitude of millionaires 
which protection had made with the other mill- 
ionaires made by trade, banking, railroading, 
and speculation. But all | that affords no justifica- 
tion for the McKinley bill. 

Tun TRiIsune is unable to say how much wealth 
three generations of Vanderbilts have accumu- 
lated, or how much Mr. Carnegie is worth, or how 
much Jay Gould has gathered together by his 
peculiar arts, or how much the merchant princes 
of the past and present managed to save up, or 
at how much the richest bankers and owners of 
coal mines value their estates; or if the 
information were known it would prove noth- 
ing. General conclusions cannot be drawn from 
afew individual instances. If the Astors of the 
fourth generation have more money than Mr. 
Carnegie has made in iron and steel in a dozen 
years it does not prove that there is more money 
to be made in real estate than in the protected 
manufactures, 

But this much Tag Taru does know, and so 
do all students of the subject, that since the 
passage of the war tariff there has been a larger 
proportionate amount of capital invested in pro- 
tected manufactures than in any other form of in- 
vestment. Tas Tripune knows also that capital 
as a general thing understands its business. It 
does not usually go into enterprises unless it ex- 
pects to make money there. It does not remain 
in them any longer than it can help unless it does 
make money there. Judging from the inrush of 
capital into protected manufactures it has made 
money there. It is known that in many branches, 
such as iron, steel, glass, leather, cottons, carpets, 
woolens, silk, machines, vehicles, farm imple- 
ments, etc., etc., it has made a great deal. A man 
whois familiar with the manufacturing enter- 
prises of this country, most of which are at the 
East, can count up hundreds of money-making 
establishments and give the names of a long list 
of men who have built up immense fortunes in 
protected industries, 

All this progress has been made and all these 
vast fortunes created under what is practically 
the war tariff.“ But that does not satisfy Mr. 
Griswold. He thinks more mill-boss millionaires 
should have been made. Therefore ho is in favor 
of the McKinley bill with its higher duties be- 
cause he thinks it will increase the crop of mill- 
ionaires. He hopes that under its fructifying in- 
fluence there will be a score of Carnegies where 
there is one now, and that the new wealth of 
owners of glass works and woolen, linen, cot- 
ton, and mills will cast that of merchant 
princes in the shade.

Silver Men Surprised. 

The Star says: 

The brilliant victory of the silver forces in the 
Senate last night was all the talk at the Capitol 
this morning. It was recognized universally as 
an event of the most positive importance, preg- 
nant with political significance and destined to 
exercise a permanent and far-reaching influence. 
The passage of the original Stewart free-coinage 
amendment had been conceded as a foregone con- 
clusion, but no one, not even the most active and 
enthusiastic promoters of silver legislation, had 
dared to anticipate the complete defeat of the Fi- 
nance Committee bill which last evening’s session 
led up to step by step. 

The Senators, wearied by the fatigue and ex- 
citement of yesterday’s work, were slow in mak- 
ing their appearance this morning and were dis- 

to talk much about the proceedings. 
Their views, in fact, had been pretty thoroughly 
expreseed in public of late, they said, and they 
had little or nothing to add. From the general 
tenor of conversation among the silver majority, 
however, it was apparent that they regard their 
victory as merely due to the force of an irresisti- 
ble popular demand, which they believe will 
make itself felt in a similar manner in the House 
and ultimately in the Executive Mansion. 

The more cautious and conservative friends of 
silver are inclined to think that the action of yes- 
terday will prove to have been a fortunate thing 
for the country. It may serve to satisfy the strong 
craving of the West and South for financial re- 


lief, and thus prevent recourse to more extreme 


measures in the way of the subtreasury schemes, 
fiat money, etc., which are meditated so seriously 
by the Farmers’ Alliance and rural political agi- 
tators in the interior of the country. In this 
view of the matter, had the Senate voted 
against free coinage yesterday, the 
next Congress might have undertaken and possibly 


consummated some legislation of a much broader 
character. The defeated party takes the matter 
‘calmly but rather gloomily. The authors and pro- 


moters of the original bill are somewhat nettled 
at the ruthless manner in which their production 
was torn into pieces, bit by bit, and finally thrown 
into the waste basket altogether, but they recog- 
nize the logic of numbers and console themselves 
with the reflection that time will show” and the 
hope that there will be a rebound of popular 
sentiment on the question in the course of time. 
What the Bill Provides, 


The Silver bill, as passed by the Senate last 
night, is a free-coinage measure pure and 
simple, free from all the National bank and 
bond legislation contained in the Financial 
bill. With the exception of slight technical 
amendments and the omission of the provis- 
ion for covering into the Treasury the Na- 
tional bank redemption fund the bill is like 


that passed by the Senate last year, which was 


the basis of the compromise embodied in the 
The text of the bill 1s as fol- 
lows: 

AN ACT to provide for the free coinage of gold 
aud silver bullion and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted that from and after the date of 

of this act the unit of value in the 
United States shall be the dollar, and the same 
may be coined of 412% grains of standard silver, 
or of twenty-five and eight-tenths grains of stand- 
ard gold; and the said coins shall be legal tender 
for all debts, public and private. 

That hereafter any owner of silver or gold bull- 
ion may deposit the same at any mint of the 
United States to be formed into standard dollars 
or bars for his benefit, and without charge; put it 
shall be lawful to refuse any deposit of less value 
than $100, or any bullion so base as to be unsuit- 
able for the operation of the mint. 

Sec. 2. That the provision of Sec. 30f An act 
to authorize the coinage of the standard silver 
dollar and to restore its legal-tender character.” 
which became a law Feb. 28, 1878, is hereby made 
applicable to the coinage in this act provided for. 

Sec. 3. That the certificates provided for in the 
second section of this act shall be of denomina- 
tions of not less than $1 nor more than $100, and 
such certificates shall be redeemable in coin of 
standard value. A sufficient sum to carry out the 
provisions of this act is hereby appropriated out 
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated. So much of the act of July 14, 1890, 
entitied “An act directing the purchase of silver 
bullion and the issue of Treasury notes, and for 
other purposes,” as requires the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion per month, is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. That the certificates provided for in this 
act and all silver and gold certificates already 
issucd shall be receivable for all taxes and dues 
to the United States of every description, and 
shall be a legal tender for the payment of all 
debts, public and private. 

Sec. 5. The owners of bullion deposited for 
coinage shall have the option to receive coin or 
its equivalent in the certificates provided for in 
vole and such bullion shall be subsequently

WILL DEMORALIZE THE DEMOCRATS. 


Chauncey M. Depew Discusses the Effects 
of the Silver Craze, 

New Tonk. Jan. 15.—{Special.]—In an in- 
terview today Chauncey M. Depew said: 

“The Republican party was swept under in 
the November elections by a resistless tidal 
wave of misrepresentation as to the probable 
effects of the tariff legislation in the future 
and an overwhelming belief that these effects 
would surely be realized.

CHICAGO DOESN’T LIKE IT. 


Views of Local Financiers on the Senate 
Free Coinage Bill. 

Chicago bankers do not seem to be much 
surprised over the action of the Senate in 
passing the Free Coinage bill. They are skep- 
tical, however, as to what the House will do, 
and the general opinion is it will be unfortu- 

if the measure becomes a law. Hardly a 
man can be found in financial circles who 
doubts that such a law would be disastrous, 
and those who will discuss the measure for 
publication talk strongly against free coinage. 
A number of bankers were seen yesterday and 
those discussing the action of the Senate said: 

J. P. Odell—It is a most injurious measure, and 
the effect will be serious if it becomes a law. The 
immediate effect would be the expulsion of gold 
as a circulating medium. That would mean a con- 
traction of the currency, and that the lowering of 
prices. Enough silver could not be coined to fill 
the vacuum. It would damage all our foreign ex- 
changes. This has been reflected by the increased 
price of sterling exchange today. According to 
the provisions of the bill given in the reports the 
measure is simply the free coinage of silver. Un- 
der the bill how is one to present’ his bullion to 
the mint and have it coined into dollars of the 
present standard, and weight, and fineness which 
coin is declared to be the legal coin of the coun- 
try? No one is going to present gold when he can 
buy silver cheaper and get coin of the same nom- 
inal value. If silver is coined in large quantities 
there probably would be an inflation and an in- 
crease in prices. I would not attempt to predict 
what the House or the President may do. I think, 
though, it would be one of the most serious things 
that has happened to this country if the bill were 
to become a law. 

Charles Henrotin—If the Free Coinage bill be- 
comes a law it cannot but have the effect of infla- 
tion. Thatitis a wise measure is doubtful, as 
there is great danger that other nations might dis- 
card the use of silver. In that case we would 
have to take care of their silver as well as our 
own, and if the general balance of trade were 
against us gold would have to go out to make up 
the deficiency. This would be increased to the 
extent of the silver entering into the amount of 
trade coming in. The danger is the one that is 
always experienced in the common saying that 
the poorer metal drives out the dearer. This, 
however, should not follow necessarily, because 
free coinage would have the tendency of increas- 
ing largely the price of silver. In case other na- 
tions should increase instead of diminish their 
silver coinage we might see the price of silver 
approximating that of gold. As the result is so 


uncertain it would seem to be much 
wiser not to try the experiment of 
the further issue of silver by such 


sweeping methods as free coinage. What the im- 
mediate result on values would be after the pos- 
sible realization on securities by timid foreign 
holders there cannot be the least doubt. It 
would mean an inflation of prices applicable to 
all kinds of commodities and produce. As we are 
the great producers of silver ourselves we can 
better afford to venture the experiment than any 
other nation. European nations with large dual 
circulating mediums—gold and silver—can only 
look upon this measure as one that may solve the 
problem of their own silver embarrassment. Ex- 
treme Western people are so much in favor of an 
increase of the circulating medium that in the 
absence of anything better their Congressmen 
may favor the Silver Coinage bill. There is no 
doubt free coinage would stimulate mining inter- 
ests to a great extent. I am not in favor of free 
coinage, but in view of the fact that the growth 
of our commerce is so far exceeding that of our 
metal circulation, I am in favor of an increase of 
silver coinage under safe restriction and ultimate 
guarantee of the payment of the coin upon a 
basis equal to that which it purposes to call for. 

Lyman J. Gage—I think if the bill should pass 
the House, receive tho signature of the President, 
and then become a law it will lead to a short con- 
traction of the money supply by the holding of 
gold. I believe it would affect most seriously 
commercial and industrial affairs, but 1 do not 
believe it will become a law. In the meantime, 
the fact that it has passed the Senate will give a 
check to returning confidence, and thus delay the 
restoration of trade and industry for which we 
have all been looking so hopefully since the be- 
ginning of the new year. 

D. B. Dewey, American Exchange National 
Bank—In my opinion the unlimited free coinage 
of silver threatens ruin to the solid business and 
commercial interests of the country. It will dis- 
turb confidence and make an uncertain market. 
Gold will be hoarded in the bank vaults. The 
coinage should be limited and on the basis of a 
dollar worth what it purports to be. This would be 
in harmony with the best interests of the country. 
The instigators of the Free-Coinage bill are pos- 
sessed of a lot of silver which they wish to unload 
on the Government at an excessive price. The 
passage of the billin the Senate is a trick, and I 
do not think it will become a law. 

John J. Mitchell, President Lilinois Trust and 
Savings Bank—I do not favor the free coinage of 
silver. Ido not think the House will follow the 
lead of the Senate, and even if it should I be- 
lieve the President will refuse to sign it. How- 
ever, should it go through and become a law it 
will be a serious injury to the country. It will 
bave a tendency to put a premium on gold. 

John R. Walsh, President Chicago National 
Bank—The bill, if it should become a law, would 
tend to remove gold from circulation and place it 
ata premium on the market. Iam opposed to 
the free coinage measure. 

President C. L. Hutchinson, Corn Exchange 
Bank—I consider the bill doomed, as there is not 
sufficient time for its promoters to carry it 
through. 

F. W. Smith, Corn Exchange Bank—I do not 
think Congress has any business to tamper with 
matters with which it is not familiar. The bill, 
if it becomes a law, will not benefit the people 
The condition of affairs at present is well enough 
and should be let alone. 


Doesn’t Expect It of Uncle Sam.

nounced his appointments. The Chairmen of 
the more important committees are: pen- 
heim, on Ways and Means; Beasley, on Ju- 
diciary; Kelley, on Labor; Curtis, on Appor- 
tionment; and MeCullough, on Affairs of the 
City of Indianapolis. It is accepted as certain 
that there will be extreme reform by the Leg- 
islature in abolishing fees and reducing sala- 
ries, but the present indications are that only 
a caucus,bill will have any chance of getting 
through.

Hanus Und, Pa., Jan. 15.—In accordance 
with the usual custom both branches of the 
State Legislature today proceeded to 
the nomination of candidates for the 
United States Senatorship, balloting 
which will take place the 
20th inst. In the Senate J. Donald Cameron, 
the present incumbent, was the only nominee 
upon the Republican side. The Democrats 
placed in nomination State Senator Ross of 
Bucks County and Chauncey F. Black of York 
County. 

At a caucus of the Democratic Senators to- 
day it was resolved to oppose the confirmation 
of any appointments sent in by Gov. Beaver 
outside of Aldermen, Justices of the Peace, 
and notaries public.

Demand for an Investigation of the Min- 
nesota State Penitentiary’s Affairs. 

St. Paun, Minn., Jan. 15.—[ Special. ]—Mr. 
Keyes of Winona threw a firebrand in the 
House of Representatives this morning in the 
shape of a resolution for the appointment of a 
special committee of seven.to at once inves- 
tigate the management of the State prison at 
Stillwater during the last two years; to inquire 
into the nature of the contract between the 
State and the Minnesota Thrasher company, 
and to report the reason for the recent sudden 
retirement of Warden Randall. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. Scandalous rumors have 
been afloat in regard to prison management 
for two months, and the committee is ex- 
pected to unearth a big sensation.

THE INDIANS COME IN AND HOSTILI- 
TIES PROBABLY ENDED. 


Reds Pitch Their Tepees Near the Agency 
Buildings and Surrender Their Arms— 
They Are, However, In a Good Position 
to Make Trouble if They Wanted to Do 
So—Col. Forsyth’s Report of the Wounded 
Battle, : 

Prvz Rivas, S. D., via Rushville, Neb., Jan. 
15.—[Special.]—The entire Indian camp is 
stringing into the agency. Gen. Miles is now 
custodian of something like 5,000 men, women, 
and children. The tepees to the north were 
struck at dawn and the Indians began the 
march into the agency. The view of their 
march was inspiring. On the right line was a 
skirmish flank of 200 mounted buchs. Inside 
was a line of foot skirmishers taking position 
in a way that shows that they have 
learned lessons from the soldiers. They 
were deployed ostensibly to prevent 
the escape of any young men inclined 
to strike for freedom, but in reality the two 
lines were placed to prevent a supposed mas- 
sacre of the women and children, which, in 
their infatuation, they seem to still feel is 
coming. 

The Indians have begun pitching their 
tepees near the camp of the friendlies. The 
agreement made with the chiefs yesterday 
provided for the camping of the Brules near 
Red Cloud’s house. The Brules, however, 
have mingled with the Ogallalas and insist on 
camping near them. Big Road has turned 
over a few arms to Capt. Pierce. The other 
chiefs say their young men will give up their 
arms within twenty-four hours. They will 
get checks for them if they do as promised, 

The troops of Brooke’s command have come 
in to a point within sight of the agency. The 
young bucks who went into the guiihes came 
out at daybreak and joined the incoming band 
of their followers. 

While everything looks like peace, the In- 
dians have now a better position than ever be- 
fore if they choose to stampede. Some of the 
bucks told an Indian scout that in their pres- 
ent place they had the agency at their mercy. 
This is probably bravado, pure and simple, 
born of the fact that being conquered they 
want to make a last show of spirit. 

Kicking Bear was the firat to surrender his 
rifle this morning and others of the same 
character will follow hisexample. The militia 
has been ordered home from the Nebraska 
frontier. 

Col. Forsyth has received a diamond-hilted 
sword from the settlers in the vicinity of the 
reservation. The Colonel will not make an 
acknowledgment of its receipt until after the 
report of..the investigating committee ap- 
pointed to look into the Wounded Knee affair 
has been made public.

They Want to Talk Over Matters with the 
ö President. 

Wasutnatox, D. C., Jan. 15.—A telegram 
was received at the War Department today 
from Gen. Miles asking permission for a num- 
ber of Sioux chiefs to visit Washington for the 
purpose of conferring with the President in 
regard to their condition. After consulting 
with Secretary Noble Secretary Proctor tele- 
graphed Gen. Miles giving the desired permis- 
sion.

and control of Indians living in tribal rela- 
tions should be transfe to any other de- 
partment of the Government. 


COL. FORSYTH’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The Officer’s Account of the Bloody Wound- 
ed Knee Battle. . 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 15.—[Special.]— 
While the report of Col. Kent and Capt. 
Baldwin, the two officers detailed by Gen. 
Miles to inquire into the arrangement of 
troops and the killing of squaws in the 
Wounded Knee battle, will be awaited by War 
Department officials before any further action 
is taken in the Forsyth case, the official re- 
ports of Col. Forsyth and Maj. Whitesides, and 
the indorsement thereon of Gen. Miles, now 
before the Secretary of War, will play 
an important part in the consideration of the 
matter. If it is true, as reported, that Col. 
Kent and Capt. Baldwin have disagreea in 
their views about the alleged bad distribution 
of troops the authorities may depend entirely 
upon these papers in reaching a decision. In 
any event the accompanying report of Col. 
Forsyth will be considered as that officer’s de- 
fense, and in that light will be of much inter- 
est to those who have been discussing, pro and 
con, the justice and propriety of Gen. Miles’ 
— in relieving Col. Forsyth from his com- 
man 

Gen. Miles’ indorsement is ostensibly a re- 
view of all the operations of his command 
since he went to Rushville, but in one or two 
places there are very strong evidences of a de- 
sire to justify his action in relieving Forsyth. 
For instance, he quotes the orders issued by 
him early in campaign warning officers 
against getting their commands mixed up 
with the hostiles, and in referring to the re- 
port of Col, Forsyth and the accompanying 
matter they present the incontrovertible fact 
that the commands were 80 p that the 
fire must have been destructive to some of 
their own men, while other portions of the 
troops were so placed as to be non-effective.

TO PURIFY THE POLICE COURTS, 


The System to Be Recommended in Senator 
Thiele’s Bill, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 15.—Senator Thiele 
of Cook thinks he has devised a means of 
purifying the police-court system of the City 
of Chicago. He thinks it should never have 
been to the financial interest of a Justice of 
the Peace to impose a fine or collect a fee, and 
his remedy is to require all Justices’ and con- 
stables’ fees to be turned into the County 


Treasury and to provide for a regular salary 
for these officials to be fixed by the Judges of 
the Circuit Court. He will tomorrow intro- 
duce in the Senate the following bill affecting 
not only Chicago but the entire State: 


All Justices of the Peace, police magistrates, 
constables, and all other officers in any way con- 
nected with the administration of justice who 
now receive fees shall pay all fees of every kind 
gna character collected by them into the County 

reasury. 

Each of said officers shall collect all fees now al- 
lowed by law in advance, and shall on the last of 
each month make a report to the County Treasurer 
of all fees collected by bim during the month, and 
at the same time bay orer such fees. Such report 
shall be sworn to. h of said officers shall keep 
a record of all fees earned and of fees collected by 
him, and such record shall be open to inspection 
at all times. 3 

The Ju or Judges of the Circuit Court of the

THE STOCK MARKET WEAKENS ON 
THE SENATE'S ACTION, 


Appearances Indicate That the Hoarding of 
Gold Has Begun Again, Though It Was 
Generally Believed That the Free Coin- 
age Measure Had Slight Prospects of 
Becoming a Law—Yesterday’s Business 
Failures Throughout the Country. 

New York, Jan. 15.—[{Special. }—It looks as 
if gold hoarding had begun again on the pas- 
sage of Senator Vest’s bill and uncertainty 
as to what the House may do, There was a 
suspicous demand for sterling exchange to- 
day, resulting in a phenomenal advance of 14 
@2 cents on the pound sterlmg. The Bank 
of England did not reduce its discount rate. 
As bills of exchange command gold their pur- 
chase is one way of securing the yellow metal. 
This latest advance brings demand bills with- 
in 1 cent of the rate at which gold can be ex- 
ported without loss. 

However, commercial] bills are very scarce, 
and the exchange market has in consequence 
been gradually hardening for some time past, 
and it may be that today’s sharp jump was 
due to other causes than a desire to hoard 
gold. The item of specie in Saturday's bank 
statement may throw some Nght on this point. 
The stock market was distinctly affected by 
the Senate’s action. Transactions were small 
er in volume, and the active issues are down 
1 to 2 per cent, St. Paul, Rock Island, and 
Union Pacific being particularly heavy. Lon- 
don sold several stocks, including Liverpool, 
which was down 1%. . 

Northern Pacific and Atchison are off near- 
ly as much. Charles Head & Co. sold 1,000 
shares of Atchison after the opening and other 
Boston houses were also seliers. They possi- 
bly had early information touching the No- 
vember earnings given to the public later in 
the day, showing that they decreased $293,000 
for the month and fell $172,000 short of enough 
to meet the month’s proportion of interest on 
the income bonds.

BUILDINGS TO BE LOOKED AFTER. 


Chief Inspector Young's Proposed Ordinance 
~The Plumbers’ Support. 

Chief Inspector Andrew Young of the 
Health Department is urging the passaye of 
an ordinance by the City Council providing for 
the proper inspection of buildings, those in 
course of erection as well as old buildings. 
Asthe law stands at present architects or 
builders are required to submit their plans to 
the Health Department and to leave the 
plumbing work open in a building until it has 
been approved by the department. There is 
little provision made for the inspection of old 
buildings. 

The principal complaint of the Chief Inspect- 
or is that the force of the department is not suffi- 
cient either in numbers or in ability to do the 
work required. There are over 140,000 houses 
in Chicago, covering more than 170 square 
miles, and he thinks 10,000 new buildings will 
go up annually for the next two years. He 
believes the department ought to allowed 
at least twenty-five experts to act as inspectors. 
He refers specially to the approach of the 
World’s Fair and the necessity of putting all 
buildi in perfect sanitary condition. 

The Jo urneymen Plumbers’ Protective and 
Benevolent Association has taken up the mat- 
ter and issued an address to owners and occu- 
pants of buildingsin Chicago, in which it says:

AFTER THE ROCK ISLAND. 


Iowa People Complain That It Furnishes 
Insufficient Accommodations. 

Des Mores, Ia., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—A 
number of people representing different towns 
along the line of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific in Iowa and several traveling men 
appeared as witnesses in the hearing before 
the Railroad Commissioners today on the 
complaint of M. Carroll of Tiffin against the 
Rock Island of inadequate passenger service.

large number of freight-trains. About the 
same time a day passenger-train east and an- 
other west in Iowa, known as Nos. 9 and 10, 
was taken off. This reduction of passenger 
service, according to the testimony heard 
today, renders it — for people liv- 
i in the smaller towns to visit 
neighboring cities and county seats and re- 
turn the same day, and detains commercial 
travelers, so many of them claim, they cannot 
afford to cover the territory.

An Important Improvement Made by the 
City—The Smokeless Furnace and Its 
Operations—How It Is Constructed—The 
Engines at the Electric Light House 
What the Authoritics Expect—Twenty- 
five to Thirty Per Cent Said to Me Saved 
by the New Furnaces. 


The most important improvement that is 
being made by the city in the direction of 
abating the smoke nuisance is the adoption of 
a smokeless furnace at the new electric-light 
station at Fourteenth street and Indiana ave- 
nue. Six new furnaces of the Post & Sawyer 
patent have been put up which are intended 
to run an engine to supply 250 electric arc 
lights. At present eighty-one lights are in 
use and only two of the furnaces are operated. 
None of the furnaces are yet in perfect condi- 
tion. They were put up only recently. They 
have not yet been covered up and are not yet 
tight. Two were used for a few days until all 
leakages were discovered, then the second 
pair was started while the first¢wo are being 
put in condition. When they are all right the 
second pair will be stopped and tightened 
while the third pair will be used. It also be- 
came necessary to make some alterations 
which delayed the starting of the lights. The 
pipes constituting the upper horizontal grate 
were found to obstruct the draught too much. 
So every other pipe was taken out and the 
old two-inch pipes replaced by 1} inch pipes. 

Much Expected of the Furnaces. 

The city authorities expect a great deal of 
these furnaces, as upon their success will not 
only depend, in a large measure, the selection 
of smoke burners for other public buildings, 
but also the action of many private citizens. 
As was shown again by the letter of the pack- 
ers to the Health Department, published in 
Taz Trreunz of yesterday, many, even 
wealthy, persons seek immunity from the 
penalties of the smoke ordinance by claiming 
that there is no device that will effectively 
consume smoke. Readers of Tue Trisune 
and persons who pay attention to the efforts 
of the Smoke Inspector have had plenty of 
opportunity in the past to convince them- 
selves that there are in the market a variety 
of devices which effectually stop furnaces 
from smoking. There are brick arch devices 
which consume the smoke with tolerable com- 

leteness as long as they are kept in repair. 

ut the frequent repairs necessitated by the 
glazing a breaking of the brick arches 
make such devices cumbersome, while, if they 
are neglected, their usefulness is entirely lost. 

Then there are quite anumber ofdevices that 
employ a steam jet. Some of these give great 
satisfaction. Other devices, again, employ 
the process of cooking the coal before it 
reaches the hot fire. Still others simply in- 
crease the supply of oxygen by forcing in hot 
air, some combining this principle with a 
process of forcing the smoke through the fire 
after it has congealed. 

The excuse that.there is no efficient smoke- 
burning device is: no longer tenable. Never- 
theless, special interest attaches to the ex- 
—— at the new electric light station. 

‘he objection has been made that the many 
devices in the market are too exclusively 
smoke burners, not furnaces that will offer 
many advantages of which that of consuming 
the smoke is only one among others. Men 
have objected to getting special smoke-burn- 
ing devices simply to comply witha city or- 

ance, 


Objections Met. 

This objection is probably more completely 
met by the furnaces at the new electric-light 
station, provided experiments show that they 
do what is claimed for them. It has long 
been believed that the most perfect consump- 
tion of smoke takes place in a furnace with a 
downward draught, but few such furnaces 
have yet been constructed. 

The Post & Sawyer is a downdraught fur- 
nace, The principal interest for the Health 
Department attaches to the smoke-burning 
feature of the furnace. This appears to be 
demonstrated even now. Reliable tests will 
not be ible until the © furnaces 
are in fu working order, but even 
in their imperfect condition at present 
there is no smoke visible except 
when the fire is started and when the doors 
admitting air are closed to reduce the heat. 
The smokestack of the new electric-light sta- 
tion is almost absolutely clear. Even if one 
looks into the combustion chamber there is 
only some light-yellow smoke visible, which 


is consumed before the hot gases pass into the 


flues. It would appear by present indications 
that this furnace solves the problem of smoke 
consumption completely. 

That it is economical is attested by Assist- 
ant Engineer Kolloch of the electric station. 
He estimates the saving in fuel over an ordi- 
n furnace at 25 or 30 percent. Being en- 
tirely of iron, there is no breaking down of 
brick work. The heat is applied where it will 
produce the largest amount of steam. 
All the heating surfaces, even in the grate, 
are surrounded with water, making their 
burning off next to impossible. The grate 
being composed of two layers of water-pipes, 
both connecting with the water leg, makes the 
circulation of the water complete. 


In the Flues. 


About two-thirds of the distance from the 
doors to the forward end of the flues is a 
water-leg three-fourths of the depth of the 
boiler from top to bottom. A grate composed 
of water-pipes runs forward horizontally from 
a little below the middle of the water-leg to a 
point just below the doors, where the pipes 
open into a large pipe running along the front 
wall and connecting, in turn, with another 
grate of water-pipes that runs backward slant- 
oe Ap. the bottom end of the water-leg. The 
cold water nding the water-leg flows 
through the horizontal grate forward and 
through the slanting grate back into the water- 
leg where it rises by virtue of the heat ac- 
—— A perfect circulation is thus estab. 


. The fuel isthrown on the horizontal grate, 
air being admitted through the doors above, 
while the door to the ash-pit is kept closed. 
The draught passes through the fire, carryi 
the volatile hydrocarbons which are liberated 
by distillation downward through the fire, 
thence going around the bottom of the water- 
leg into the flues. gases are consumed 
before the flues are reached. No smoke gets 
into the flues, which thus remain clean except 
for some particles of white ashes that may be 
sucked in. The most intense beat is a plied 
at the bottom of the water-leg where the hy- 

n gases are burned.

the circumstances he cannot ce the price. 
He says, further, that $2,500,000 will have to 
be expended in new mains and extensions, so 
that no reduction in price is possible. He was 
willing to let the price remain as it is—$1.25 
per 1,000 cubic feet—but if a fight was insist- 
ed on the price would be raised to $1.50, The 
introduction of electric lights by the city had 
robbed the companies of a good share of their 
income, and if this system was extended fur- 
ther proportionately less receipts would come 
to the gas manufacturers. Besides the $2,500,- 
000 which the companies would expend in ex- 
tensions $1,000,000 would be spent in a mam- 
moth gas holder,

BERING SEA AND THE SUPREME COURT. 


How Department of Justice Officials Think 
the Case Will Be Disposed Of, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 15.—The law of. 
ficers of the Government have now spent two 
days in examining the case of Sir John 
Thompson. They have already reached the 
stage of moral conviction that the Supreme 
Court will without doubt or delay find itself 
necessitated to dispossess itself of the motion 
lodged with it last Mo in the name, style, 
and behalf of Sir John. officials of the 
Department of Justice found the conclusions 
whereat they have so speedily arrived upon the 
following grounds: 

1. The case made by Sir John Thompson raises 
essentially and asa matter of substance a ques- 
tion of disputed boundary between the United 
States and a foreign nation. Such a question has 
repeatedly come before the Supreme Court, and in 
every Instance that court has ruled that it must 
and will follow and enforce the construction as 
to boundary as im by Congress, or by the 
Executive in the a of legislative determina- 


tion. 

2. The Attorney-General will resist the motion, 
of Sir John Thompson as vexatious, using that 
term in its legal sense. On this point he will in- 
troduce, under seal of the r of State, 
transcripts of diplomatic archives showing that 
the Queen of Great Britain. the sovereign of Sir 
— yay ane is 2 and — long pry 8 en- 

a in liti ting respective rights of Great 
Prfeain and the nited States in the Executive 
Department of the Federal Government, and that 
a mere subject of that Sovereign, even with her 
own consent, cannot be permitted to harass the 
Government of the United States by citing it be- 
fore another department of the Federal Govern- 
ment to answer the same allegations of complaint 
arising out of the same subject matter. 

3. The motion will be 8 on the ground 
that the case of Sayward is not an admiralty case

Forced Open and He Is Found All but 
Lifeless—Mo and Heart Trouble 
Probable Causes ~ His Disappearance 
from the City Some Months Ago— Busi- 
ness Connections—-A Victim of Melan- 
cholia, 

60, my poor Harvey; my dear boy. Why 
did you do it?” hysterically sobbed a matron- 
ly-looking woman in a room at the Palmer 
House yesterday as she clasped the almost 


lifeless form of a fine-looking man of 34in 


her arms. The man was lying on the couch 
in the room, his features distorted and discol- 
ored, and his eyes closed. But when he heard 
the voice of the woman he opened his eyes, 
an expression of recognition passed over his 
features, and with the word “ mother” on his 


lips he breathed his last. 

Such was the end of Harvey Storck, the 
well-known member of the law firm of Storck 
& Moore, and the sen of Dr. Storck, ex- 
County Physician. The woman in whose 
arms he died was his mother. The circum- 
stances connected with his death indicate 
that he committed suicide. 

Wednesday afternoon Mr. Storck went to 
the Palmer House and requested the clerk to 
give him a room in a quiet part of the house. 
He was shown to the fourth floor and later in 
the evening was seen in the corridor. It is 
supposed he retired to his room about 10 
o’clock, 

Shortly after 11 o’clock yesterday morning 
Mrs. Storck, mother of the attorney, called at 
the hotel and anxiously inquired if her son 
were in the house. She was apparently ap- 
emg je that something had pened to 

im, for she insisted on having a bell-boy sent 
to his room to awaken him. . 

The boy returned and said the occupant of 
the room was groaning. Clerk Cunningham 
immediately visited the room, and being un- 
able to open the door, sent for the house car- 
penter, and the lock was forced. The mother 
all this time was impatiently waiting to enter 
the room, and it was soon after the door was 
forced open that the son died in her arms. 

Dr. Elmer Lee, the house physician, was 
immediately summoned, but the end had 
come before he reached the bedside, On the 
center-table in the room were found a buttle 
filled with morphine tablets, a hypodermic 
syringe, and asmall quantity of antipyrine. 

The body was taken to Klaner's undertak- 
ing establishment, where the Coroner will in- 
quire into the cause of death today. 

For three or four months Mr. Storck has 
acted rather strangely, and about half that 
time has been confined to his home, No, 365 
Webster avenue, by illness, his heart causing 
him much trouble. | 

About four weeks ago he suddenly disap- 

ared from the city, and his relatives and 
friends feared he had committed suicide. 
After several days’ search, however, it was 
learned he was in Boston, and it required con- 
siderable persuasion to induce him to return. 

Mr. Moore says his partner’s domestic and 
business relations were entirely pleasant, and 
the only thing, he believes, that caused him to 
use the morphine, was ill health. He leaves a 
widow, and it was not until late last evening 
that the sad tidings were broken to her. It
